"How many," he asked, 


WASHINGTON, January 29.—The pre- 


sentation of committee reports on Cuba 
and a highly dramatic 
sensational 


speech of Mr, Tillman, the new senator 
from South Carolina, furnished two 
Btirring events in the eenate today. The 
majority resolution on the Cuban ques- 
tion requests Spain to grant belligerent 
righta to the Insurgents, while the min- 
ority report directs the President to take 
stepe towards securing from Spain com- 
plete independence of Cuba, llotb. reso- 
lutions went to the senate calendar.

the speech of Tillman. Veteran mem- and betrayed their

the body characterized tbe 
offices in his gift, 


speech aa one of the moat remarkable in 
the history of the upper branch of con- 
gress. It abounded in statements of 
sensational character, arraigning Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Secretary Carlisle and 
other men in high places. 


There was a directness of statement 


and a dramatic manner of delivery 
which awed the floor and galleries. The 
gestures of the senator were used fre- 
quently in acting hia worda. At one 
point he made a profound salute, and 
tipped his hat to Sherman, "as the 
financial factor of a quarter of a cen- 
tury." The galleries -were moyed alter- 
nately to applause and laughter. 1'aua- 
ing for a sip . of water, amid roars of 
laughter ho remarked: "I seldom, wet 
my whiRtlo while I speak; still you 
can't run a windmill on wftter." 


Tho nest moment there waa a hush 


through the chamber as the senator ap- 
plied each namea as "Judas," to a mem- 
ber of tbe cabinet, or characterized tho 
President in bitter terms. At times the 
senator's voice sank to a whisper as, for 
instance, when ho gave warning of the 
approach of a popular revolution and 
communism and the marching on Wash- 
ington of a host with rifles in their 
hands. 
Again his Toice resounded 


through the chamber and the outer cor- 
ridors as he called eenatorB and mem- 
bers "cowards" for not resorting to im- 
peachment. 
Mr. Call's resolution directing the in-

tified senators to prepare for a test of 
endurance on Thursday, as he would ask 
them to Bit until a vote was taken.

the arbitrament of arms. I cannot as- 
sume the responsibility; I dare not 
vote for the pending reaoluticn without 
first submitting to the deliberate judg- 
ment of mankind and the dispassionate 
criticiam of posterity, some of the rea- 
sons which aeem to make my path of 


U"Were there nothing at stake but a 
mere adjustment of a boundary line be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana, T 
should hesitate long and seriously before 


"Hut there is no other land in which 


the honor of the nation is eodear; there 
ia no other land in which the love of the 
country .liberty and justice is so strong: 
there i.s no other land where citizens 
would sacrifice eo much to maintain its 
institutions or defend ita toil. 


"The people of thia country have al- 


ways been patient and !on» suffering 
under wrong. They have never pro- 
voked ware, and have never taken up 
arms until driven to it for the preserva- 
tion of their most sacred rights. 


"Sir, Great Britain has mistaken the 


temper of the people of this country in 
the past and she mistakes it now. The 
English people proieea to believe that 
the United States dare not stand for the 
Monroe Doctrine at this time, bscause, 
they ?ay, that the people of the eouth 
would gladly take advantage of a declar- 
ation of war to renew the old internal 
strife. Standing upon the floor of the 
American senate, knowing whereof I 
speak, I eay to the people of Great 
Britain that the grave issues which 
have been settled by brave men upon 
American battlefields can never be re- 
opened again. 


"Sir, tbere is no division of sentiment 


in the Onitad States. Let but a single 
drum-beat be heard upon our coasts an- 
nouncing the approach of a foreign foe, 
and there will spring to arms, in north 
and south, the grandest army the world 
has ever known, animated by a death- 
less toyaltv to their country's flag, and 
marching "on to the mingled and inspir- 
ing strains ot our two national airs, 
'Yankee Doodle' and 'Dixie.' 


"Mr. President, the press of Great 


Britain has already seized upon the ut- 
terances of the senator from Colorado aa 
an indication that this country is ready 
to abandon whatever place we now hold 
of duty and responsibility toward the re- 
publics and the affairs of tiie new world.

The total of tuia contract is 
over $100,000. 


Another large contract let was that 


for 150 fiat cara. It went to Carter 
Bros, of Newark and San Franciaco. 
The cars are to be delivered at Stockton 
at $489.50 each, the total being $73,425. 
The company had already ordered 100 
flat cars, 80 of which have-been com- 
pleted and are in actual service. The 
250 fiat cara will soon be required in the 
construction, of the road, and their num- 
ber will be augmented when the line ia 
opened to traffic. The new order for 
flat cars ia to bo filled by the firat of 


In addition the road haa thirteen of 


the fifty box cars contracted for in serv- 
ice, aa well aa three water cars, provided 
with tanka, which are used for furnish- 
ing an additional supply to the engines.

THE GAMBLE IN WHEAT. 


Oar colleges continue to teach that 


prices depend on supply and demand. 
If the demand is great and the supply is 
small, they say, the price will be high, 
but it the demand is email and the tau- 
ply is great the price will he low. The 
rule endures the test oi reason, and it 
ougat to 1* accurate; GO they KO on 
teaching that it is en. The theory of 
the rule is perfect, but unfortunately 
one need not look far to know that i 
does not apuly to all of the comUtionfi o 
today. Noue but an impractical theor 
ist, for instance, would conceive that 
the law of supply and demand has mor 
than an indirect bearing on the price o 
wares sold by the Standard Oil Conv 
pany. To a great extent the oompaaj 
ie a law uoto itself; at its will it in 
creates or decreases prices to all of the 
millions o! people who are necessarily o 
its constituency. 


Here ia another ca^e where the law o 


supply and demand very indirectly and 
imperfectly applies? Within Ihe las! 
fen- days the price of wheat has consid- 
erably increased, and the farmers are 
conaequfintly 
happy, 
although it is 


donhtfal if many of them will secure 
much benefit from the increase. Why 
did prices go higher? \Vasthere an in- 
creaaeof the demand? Nobody claims 
that there was, and there could not Yery 
well have been, for wheat is a Btaulo and 
the world always stands within a few 
months oi consuming its supply. "Was 
there a scarcity In the pre-ent or pros- 
pective BUpply? There was neither; last 
year's crop was generally up to the aver- 
ago, and the prospect for this year's 
crop is excellent. Supply and demand 
had nothing to do with tbe increased 
price of wheat. 


"What, then, was the cause? Merely 


this: The gamblers who -were interest- 
ed ia temporarily raiaing wheat prices 
succeeded in attaining their end. Short- 
ly, if no unuanal event takes place, 
their adveraariea will win a hand and 
the price will go down. This is the con- 
dition which we have succeeded in at- 
taining after years in which toiling pro- 
ducers have &at indifferently and per- 
mitted canning fellows to manipulate 
affairs to suit themselves. The prcduc- 
era are in no small degree to blame, and 
they pay dearly for their folly. 


If, a Mongolian comae to town and 


starts a tan gams or a lottery, a howl 
goes up; we cannot endure p.uch a 
violation of morality and gjod govern- 
ment, and so—if the officers permit— 
the yelioif boy is driven out oi hu=in'.-BB. 
If a percentage game of EOine kind ia 
started in tbe back room of a faloon, the 
people are quite apt to rise in righteons 
indignation and demand 
that it be 


tnkoB $200,000,000 annually from t! 0 
people and gives them back $100,030,- 
000, oongreaB after some yeara taken a 
virtuous interest in tae matter and 
drives, or attempts to drive, the lottery 
company from the country. 


Bnt here is a gambling concern with 


headquarters in every large city of the 
country. It gambles in food pricea; 
forcing them op or down much at th G 
will of, oneEfcloi another of gamblers 
and the people of tbe nation, whether 
willingly or unwillingly, share ita locses 
among themselves. Aud in the presence 
of this most tremendous aud most pet' 
nicioua ol all gambles we are almosl 
voiceless and our hands appear aa they 
were tied. Occasionally a voice is heari 
in protest, but nothing comes of it. On 
any winter Borne congressman rises in 
hie place and introduces a bill making 
anch gambling illegal, bat the bill is in- 
continently shelved, for the influence o 
millions of dollars and of great "respect- 
ability" is behind the gamblere. Our 
gambling, like our thievery, becomes 
more "respectable" as tbe sums involved 
increase in amount. 


The chances are that nothing will be 


done about this grave evil until tbe peo 
pie BO insist in a way that will not b 
misunderstood, and the best way t 
maketheirdeaireknown prohablywouli 
be through political platforms. But be- 
lore parties can be expected to do any 
thing in the matter citizens must first b 
awaked to a realization of the wron 
that is done to them by the gamblers in 
food prices, and the people arouse ver 
slowly to appreciation oi the thing that 
is not immediately beneath their eyes.

than by present methods. 


The questions asked by Mr. Mills are 


not easy of solution. That radical de- 
fects exist in the present methods o 
distribution ia evident, but that it is 
practicable for growers to attempt thb 
retailing of their products on a large 
seale is not so certain. A free markel 
where raisins could be Bold in large or 
small quantities to dealers, at liiec 
rate?, would do something toward regu- 
lating aud equalizing prices, bnt it wonl( 
be as impossible to monopolize the re- 
tailing oi raisins as of coffee, tea, sugar 
or fruits. 


Large, central, free markets in largi 


citlea are not an experiment. They are 
the rule in European cities. The city o 
Paris ia, practically, fed from one largi 
market. To this day the fairs at Xov 
gorod make it tbe ono market place for 
the. Russian nation. But conditions in 
this country are different from thoso oi 
Europe, and prices of most things are 
governed more by 
competition.

staple articles of general consumption, 
such as tea, sugar, coffee, flour, etc., 
there is little variation of prices, whole-

country. There is no reason, why the 
price of raisins should not become as 
uniform, and the margin between b 
ing and selling price as small as that of 
other articles of general consumption.

Decision of Interest to Candidates 


Who May File Contests. 


SAX FiiA-scisco, January 27.—The su- 


preme court today decided a point in 
the election laws of interest to candi- 
dates who may begin ft contest for an 
oflice hereafter. William 11. Carlson 
made a contest in the fall of 1S94 for the 
aaaesaorship of San IMepo county. John 
P. Burt waa elected aaseseor. Carlson 
tiled a contest, but the superior court o 
San Dieso decided that it" was filed too 
late, and today the supreme court SUE 
tained that decision. 


The law says the writtfn statement o 


contest must be tiled within forty days 
after tho "return of election." It wa 
tiled in this case on December 29, 1894 
The election returns were produced be 
foro the board of supervisors on Noveni 
her 6, 1891, when the court began, and 
the official results were declared by the 
supervisors on November Iflth. Too 
question bung upon tbe worda "return 
day," and the court holds that the re 
turn day ia the day not when the reaul' 
ia announced, but when the supervisor; 
nave the official results produced befon 
them--that is, tbe first Monday afte 
election, so Carlaon'a contest waa filet 
thirteen days to late.

A ROBBER KILLED. 


COLLIERY DISASTER. 


FIFTY-FOUR MINERS KILLED BY 


AN EXPLOSION. 


Tlie Work of Rescue Seriously Ob 


structed by Fire and 


Cave-ing. 


CARDIFF, Walea, January 27.—Thi 


residents of the town and vicinity o 
Tyleratown, near here, were terrified by 
terrific revibrationa today which Bhoo 
the whole town. It waa ascertained in 
a short time that the concueaiun wa 
canned by an explosion in a neighbor^ 
colliery with disastrous consequences t 
life and property. The latest repor 
places the number of dead at fifty-four 
though it is feared the further explora 
tion of the wrecked mine will develop 
the bodies of more. Reports of th 
number of killed have been conflicting 
and there is doubt as to the number o 
men in tho mine at tbo time. The fire 
reports gave the number in the shaft a 
fifty-four, but some of the men escape 
to the surface, bringing the body of one 
comrade with them. The mining ponn 
lation of the locality knew all too quickly 
what the mullled, thunderous rumble o 
the explosion meant, and rushed to tht 
mouth of tho pit, only to have ihei 
worst fears confirmed. The shaft had beei 
eutirely shattered and it waa eviden 
there waa little hope that any of thos 
ia the pit would have survived the ex 
plosion. 
; 


Tha pit waa found to havo caugbt fire 


and tho hindrance that thia caused tc 
the work of reacue added to the excite 
meat and tension of feeling. It wa 
only through braving the utmost pori 
that the living were able to prosecut 
their quest for the dead. The uumbe 
of dead removed grew from 22 to 15 anc 
then 20, and the Hat of those known to 
have been-in the shaft kept constantly 
growing, and with it the number of be 
reaved families waiting at the aurface.

It was not neceBsary for 
us, he said, to inquire into tho motives 
which actuated an 
European power 


which denounced the outrages in Tur- 
key with one hand and upheld the bul- 
tan with the other. With the jealona 
i°B and political machinations of Europe 
we are not interested. 
But since European powers, m the 


name of government and humanity had 
pledged the Sultan and be had acknowl-

The important problems refened to 


by the Chronicle have come nearer to a 
complete eolation in Fresno county than 
in any other portion of California. Kx- 
*ptir;E what is known as tho "West 
Side," that portion of the county lying 
adjacent tt tbe Coast range and above 
the water levals of the San Joaquin and 
Kings rivers, the vast and fertile terri- 
tory embraced in the valley lands of 
thia connty is now subject to irrigation 
from sources that are practically inex- 
haustible. There are still thousands of 
acres of fertile land which have not been 
irrigated, other than the West riuic ter- 
ritory, bat there ie abundance o! water 
for the purpose, and it is ready for the 
use of all who may desire it. This ia a 
solution of the first problem. 


The possibilities of damage by over- 


flow have always been slight in this 
connty, the course of the main streams 
being between high blnffa above which 
the waters never rise; and the over- 
flows which have 
formerly occurred 


from the smaller water courses have 
been almost entirely obviated by the 
construction of irrigating canals, whieli 
divert the surplus water from the nat- 
ural channels and distribute it over 
auch a wide extent of territory that no 
damage whatever is possible. 


Au illustration of the above fact is 


found iu this city, the business center of 
which is located near one of these chan- 
nels, which are aa dry as a powder mag- 
azine in summer, but which in the pasl 
aave become swollen streams of consid 
erable magnitude during winters of un- 
neual rainfall. 
Overflows 
from this 


source were not uncommon several 
yeara apo, when the irrigating canals 
were comparatively few and o£ small ca 
pacity, hut at the present time it id con- 
adently asserted by those best informed 
upon tbe subject, that-ihe eanale have 
the capacity to carry off a larger volume 
of water than has ever been known to 
come down these natural channels. 


The irrigating cauala of Fresno connty 


therefore eerve a double purpose. They 
supply a perpetual and sufficient quan- 
tity of water to moisten the soil when 
needed, and when water becomes super 
abundant by reason of unuenal rainfal 
they carry the surplus away from thoje 
channels where it wonld cause damage

to see it. Yesterday, however, some of

When 1 married I bought a dozen 


hens and a rooster of that most success- 
ful poultry raiser, Mrs. W. T. Cole of 
Dry Creek. 1 built a fine ben house, 
and fed tho fowls regularly, but in n 
year, we had eaten neither fowls nor 
eggs, and every he^n waa dead on the 
place. Then my wife bousht a brood of 
leventeen chickens, and in two years 
more, we were aRftin without poultry. I 
then bought seventy-air fowls, includ- 
ing a fen* turkeys, ducks and geese, of a 
neighbor who was moving away. We 
ate but few fowls or egpe, and in four 
yeara we wete again reduced to one 
gander aud a half dozen ducks. 


My wife then decided to visit her 


former eastern homo for a year, and 
there being a postoflice to keep me con- 
stantly at the hcuse 1 decided to raise 
loultry. Three babies had come to our 
mme in the preceding seven years 
which is sufficient reason for my wife 
not having attended to raising poultry. ! 
I had kept four miles of irrigating ditch , 
In repair, which to all Fresnans will ex- 
plain why I had submitted to failure in 
everything else. But now I must have 
lurcease from tho anxious worry ove*

So I bought ten grade Leghorn laying 


lien a and a rooster. I took a dozen egga 
and extracted their contents through a 
Email hole in the side of each, aud tilled 
up the shells with a dough made of 
plaster of paris. This soon, hardened, 
and thev were like solid stones, resem- 
bled natural eggs and lasted for years as 
noat eggs. Soon eight of my hens want- 
ed to set. I prepared nests by taking 
old dairy pans and filling them with 
thoroughly mixed mud, dished out the 
center of the mud in each till I had a 
perfectly shaped neat. Inside of this I 
put excelsior from the staffing, of an old 
lounge, completely covering the mud. I 
then sprayed each with a little coal oil, 
eprinkled" on a pinch of flour sulphur, 
and a small handful of bubaeb. Then 
I put in from thirteen to seventeen egL?a 
in each nest—the larger the hen ttie 
more egga—then thoroughly warmed 
eggs and nesta to blood heat, and at 
night each of my eight hens was put 
upon one of these nests. 


The way I did it was to lift the hens 


(brown Leghoros are very docile) and 
set the pan under her. The next day 1 
shot a big hawk and ground it up, vis- 
cera, bones, feathers and all, into fine 
sausage menti I placed a cubic inch of 
hawk, a can of wheat, a can of water 
and a small can of finely broken glass, 
crockery, granite and charcoal near each 
setting hen. I then prepared for them 
dust baths. I took the largest eize dairy 
pan and filled it with fine dry ashes aud 
duat, adding a handful of buuach and a 
tetspoanful of flour sulphur to each 
bath. 1 eet near each hen one of theae 
pane. I changed grain feed from wheat 
to Egyptian corn and broom corn seed, 
with an occasional change to chopped 
barley mixed up with wheat middlings 
and baked. I fed during the season 
nineteen hawks and seventy-nine jack- 
rabbits. I burned the hair off the rab- 
bits by wiring the carcase to a green 
bamboo pole and holding it in a blazing 
fire. They were all finely chopped, 
bones, viscera and all, and only as much 
fed as the hens would eat up cleanly. 


At the end of twenty daya I prepared 


seveu new neata in precisely the same 
manner aa those first prepared. At night 
£ put one of these under each of seven 
of my setting hens, and took the pans 
containing tbe_ incubated eggs into the 
house. The eighth hen was allowed to 
bring off her brood. Then on an old 
door I nailed a couple of long-haired 
goat skins. 
T put tbis door—skina 


downward—one 
edge 
tight to the 


ground and the other edge sis inches 
from the ground, and around it ran a 
tight bainboo-and-wire picket fence. In- 
side of this I put my one hen and her 
brood and the seven other broods of 
chickens. She 
raised eighty-five of 


them to maturity. 
_^ 


At tbe end of the nesc twenty daya I 


fooled six of tho hens by changing them 
to new neatb, and let one hen raise the 
seven brooda. I naed for this brooder 
two sheep akius—wool being nearly aa 
repellant to hen lice as izoat odor. From

If I could have 
gotten plenty of freah eggs I conld have 
raised 250 fowls just aa easily. 


My year of poultry raising began the 


first of May and ended Christmas, at 
which time I had sold onouEh poultry 
ami eggs to pay for their year's feed, had 
aleo $59 received for poultry, and we 
were getting over two dozen eggs daily 
fiom the seventy-five chickens we had 
decided to keep on the ranch. 


In conclusion, the cost of an incubator 


invested in good healthy hens will 
hatch more eEgs in a season than yonr 
incubator will hatch. The great (and 
here in Fresno county, almost the onlv) 
drawback to SUCCCEB in poultry raising 
ia lice. It wits nothing else caused our 
first eight years' of failure in poultry

My hene do not now go into buildings. 


They live by day, and rooet at night in 
the dense bunches of arnndineao, which 
see in to be lice repellant, as we have 
had no trouble with lice for years, and I 
fail to find anything but the arundineae 
to ascribe in to.

They provide a means for making the

But "California is an exception to the 


general rule, owing to an amendment to 
the civil code passed by the last legisla- 
ture. However, ii the supreme court of 
this state should interpret this aa courts 
of other states have interpreted similar 
statutes, it may hold that even now a 
c'dminon law marriai^e is not absolutely 
voift in California. Marriage may be 
solemnized in this state by either a juu- 
.ice of the supreme court, judge of the 
superior court, justice of the peace, 
or minister of the gospel. But even 
though you are one of these designated 
persons, you cannot officiate it yourown 
wedding.

A mock marriage ia a perfectly harm- 


leaa affair. It ia a popular supposition 
that if two i\«Tle, *n response to a ques- 
tion propounded bv somebody author- 
ized to officiate at 'weddings, promise to 
take each other aa husband and wife, 
they become married even though it 
was all iu jeat. Such 19 not tho case. 
The parties must intend a marriage, and 
words spoken in jest and so understood 
by both of them can never bind them in 
marriage. And this ia universally true. 
No appellate court in all Kngliah and 
American jurisprudence haa ever decid- 
ed to the contrary. 
Under the early common law it was 


considered legal for the husbaud to 
chastise the wife provided he uaed a 
switch "no bigger around than his 
thumb." 
The common law placed the wife al- 


moat absolutely within the husband's 
keeping. Her legal existence became 
merged in him. The two were one, and 
he was the one. Her personal property 
at once became his and ho bad the use 
and control of her real estate. Bat 
owing to thiB "theoretic nnity" the wife 
bad some advantages. If she committed 
a crime the husband was punished in 
her etead. He married her for better or 
worae, and alao married her debts if she 
had any, and became responsible for 
their payment. In very early times the 
successful suitor waa held liable in rea- 
sonable damages to a former suitor who 
had been thrown overboard in hie favor.

We have had a groat 
amount of experience, but we are all as 
poor and poorer than we were years ago. 
So an association of growers haa sent ua 
to California to apy out the land for 
them. We shall not tempt climate any 
longer with lemons and oranges in 
Florida, and if .we find things in Cali- 
fornia to be as they are represented and 
as we see them now, there will soon be 
a good immigration here from the Ever- 
glade state. 
"You Bee wo know no industry out 


frnit growing, and at our a^e we can 
learn no new business. So we seek new 
and safer fields for orange culture. We 
mean to look over the Pomona valley 
this week and then go on to liedlands, 
San Gabriel and Santa Ana nest week. 
We may go to Orovillft and view the 
northern citrua belt in about two 
weeks."

among the states as to divorce laws. In 
no two states or territories are the laws 
of marriage and divorce alike except 
Alaska and 
Oregon, where the one 


adopts tbe other's laws. In the forty- 
four states we nave recognized by the 
various laws forty-two causes for which 
divorce may be granted. 
The length of time of re?idencfl re- 


quired before a divorce suit may be 
brought varies from ninety daya in Ok- 
lahoma to five years in Massachusetts. 


South Carolina has no divorce laws 
and holda the marriage indieaoluable. 
Strange as it may seem. South Carolina 
is no more remarkable for domestic 
purity and happiness than are the states 
where divorces are alarmingly frequent.
